It took a woman to have the perfect automobile accident. 

Her case, one of the more than 10 million insurance claims, 
handled last year by Aetna Life & Casualty tops the list of 1969’s 
“weirdies.” 

The lady, a resident of Montreal, Canada, had this to offer by 
way ofway of describing her accident: “My car had sustained no 
damage whatever and the other car somewhat less." 

That may be true, but explanations have a way of stretching 
the truth. Consider the driver of a 10-ton truck who accounted for 
his accident this way: “The Volkswagen passed and stopped in front 
of me in such a way that he damaged the rear of his car on my 
front bumper." The truck driver gets a periodical bonus for accident- 
free driving. 

Youthfulness, as well as youth, had its say in 1969. How else 
could you account for two blithe grandmothers, aged 60 and 81, who 
tangled with a car and a truck in separate accidents—both while 
riding tricycles? Or the 81-year-old Hopkinsville, Ky., man who met 
misfortune while driving into the local “lover’s lane.” 

Also liaVing their problems were the Atlanta motorist who ran 
Into a palm tree after noticing his passenger’s hair on fire and the 
Vermont man whb-slammed into a guard rail while engrossed in a 
■conversation with his dog. 

From the' mid-west comes the report of a crash involving a car 
pulling a two-headed cow. After investigation, the anxious Aetna 
claim man was able to deadpan: “We were greatly relieved to learn 
the cow did not have a double whiplash.” 

A Virginia man wasn’t so lucky when he attempted to roll a 
monstrous snowball onto his neighbor’s lawn. Things really got roll¬ 
ing as the five-foot-wide sphere pinned the prankster by his ankle. 
He dislodged himself and ran down the hill only to be mowed flat 
by the pursuing Frankenstein. Days later his hat was found still 
imbedded in the thawing monster. 

One accident, it seems, begets another. To save his house a Salt 
Lake City man swiftly threw a flaming can of oil and gasoline out 
an upstairs window. The house Was spared, but not the man's car 
which was turned to ashes as the blazing container scored a direct 
bit. 

In Topeka a man, unable to reach a doctor after thinking he’d 
swallowed a piece of glass, hit upon a home remedy.

3n a rush be turned the machine on too high and sat helplessly as 
it went up in smoke.

Minutes latei’, after placing the offending sliver neatly on the ilooor. 
he hopped out of the tub and gashed his foot on it. He watched 
silently as a doctor put six stitches in his foot, 

In Cincinnati a washing machine salesman gave a safety de¬ 
monstration that left both him and his customers gasping. He placed 
his tie in the ringer and came within a scissor’s snip of having his 
neck wrung too. He now sells sewing machines. 

In Huntsville, Ala., an Aetna claim man was lost for an expla¬ 
nation. His client, a 62-yjpar-old woman, asked why she was being 
billed for a circumcision after her ear operation. Neither her doctor 
nor the hospital could offer any reasons either. 

No explanation was needed last summer in Reading, Pa. The 
actor’s part called for him to fall down a flight of steps and injure 
himself. It was a perfect performance, reports the Aetna claim man 
who paid the $116 medical bill.

personal exemption on your re¬ 
turn. 

Q. We purchased a new televi¬ 
sion and stove in 1969. Can the 
sales tax paid on the items be 
added to the amount listed in the 
sales tax table? 

A. No. Only the sales tax paid 
on the purchase of a car can be 
added to the amount listed in the 
sales tax table. However, if you 
are able to establish that you paid 
an amount larger than that shown 
in the table, you may deduct the 
larger amount. 

Q. I am a working widow with 
two small children and I pay 
someone to look after them while 
I work. I have been told that 
these payments are deductible? 
Is this true? 

A. Yes, you may deduct up to 
$900 of child care expenses, where 
the expense was incurred for two 
or more children under the age 
of 13, in order for you to work 
or seek employment. The deduc¬ 
tion is limited to $600 for one 
child or to the amount actually 
spent if less than $600. 

Q. Last year I made an error 
in my tax form due to a mis¬ 
understanding on my part as to 
how to handle medical insurance 
premiums. Could you help me 
out? 

A. One half of the premiums 
paid for medical insurance up to 
a maximum of $150 may be de¬ 
ducted when you itemize your de¬ 
ductions on Schedule A. This 
maximum is not subject to the 
3% limitation that applies to 
other medical expenses. The bal¬ 
ance of the premiums should be 
added to the other medical de¬ 
ductions.

Snowmobile Regulations

forests, parks, reservations and 
beaches. 

The rules define a snowmobile 
as “a motor vehicle designed to 
travel over ice or snow supported 
in whole or part by skiis, belts, 
cleats or low pressure tires. 

Safety equipment required on 
such snow vehicles include brakes, 
a spare spark plug and drive belt 
and sufficient tools to effect minor 
repairs, plus at least one head¬ 
light capable of casting a 100- 
foot beam directly ahead. 

Speed limits were set at 15 
mph. on -trails and 35 mph. on 
open areas. 

The rules state that such ve¬ 
hicles may be operated on desig¬ 
nated areirs during all daylight 
hours and darkness, unless the 
latter is specifically posted as 
being prohibited. Use of snow¬ 
mobiles is also banned DURING 
DEER SEASON. 

-Driver qualifications state no 
one under 14 years of age my op¬ 
erate a vehicle in a designated 
area unless directly supervised by 
an adult over 21. 

The rules prohibit the harass¬ 
ment of any wildlife and bans the

First the matter of unregister¬ 
ed and/or junk cars. The zoning 
laws allow one unregistered vehi¬ 
cle per property unless supported 
by a used car license. If you 
have more than one such vehicle, 
the Building Inspector, is obligat¬ 
ed to have you appear in court 
to “show cause” why you can 
break this law. This is both em¬ 
barrassing and time consuming. 
You can also expect a visitor in 
the person of one of our Town 
Assessors who, according to their 
policy will place a $ 21)0 assessed 
value on the vehicle. So, if you 
want to be fair with yourself and 
the value of your neighbor’s prop¬ 
erty you will consider disposal of 
these vehicles. 

How is it accomplished? You 
contact Frank Grasso at the town 
dump. He has a Class 3 Dealer’s 
License which legally entitles him 
to receive this vehicle. You must, 
under his direction, fill out a 
UC-3 form under Chapter 140, 
Section 63, Mass. Motor Vehicle 
Law stating engine and vehicle 
number and declaring from whom 
the vehicle was purchased or re¬ 
ceived. Because Mr. Grasso must 
keep accurate records and file 
same with the Mass. Registry of 
Motor Vehicles he must in all 
fairness, make a fiat charge of 
$3. per vehicle. He will next, 
after arbitration with you, either 
pay you for the value of your 
vehicle or he will make an addi¬ 
tional charge for your vehicle’s 
disposition. In the first case, if 
your vehicle is driven under it’s 
own power to the dump, then it 
has potential value as a car in 
the demolition derby and might 
warrant a $10. value. On the 
other hand if it has no radiator, 
carburetor, starting motor, gen¬ 
erator, etc., then a charge must 
be made for its disposition. This 
is due to the fact that this vehicle 
has to be prepared for the im¬ 
mense machine which is brought 
here from Granby, Mass., and 
which crushes the vehicle before 
it is loaded for shipment to our 


east coast. Please plan to discuss 
your demolition problems with 
Mr. Grasso only during the reg¬ 
ular “Town Dump” hours of op¬ 
eration. 

The second phase of my dis¬ 
cussion concerns abuse practiced 
by our residents at the tov. v 
dump. Please be advised that the 
dump proprietor is under contra*-': 
to the Town of Agawam and is 
obligated by State Sanitation- 
Laws to follow rules of the sani¬ 
tary code. He is expected to main¬ 
tain certain hours for dump op¬ 
eration, as per schedule. Further 
he is expected to put certain types 
of dump material in certain 
places. This is his decision to 
make and our Health Agent’s re¬ 
sponsibility to approve. For any¬ 
one to dump "hither and yon" at 
his pleasure would be eventual 
embarrassment to the dump mas¬ 
ter. 

Therefore, due to recent in¬ 
fractions, the Board of Selectmen, 
have advised Mr. Grasso that 
anyone who so chooses to violate 
the simple rules of our dump 
shall have his name, or vehicle 
registration, forwarded to autho- 
1 rities who shall subsequently cal 
for a “show cause” hearing to 
prove why the infractor should 
not have his privilege to use the 
town dump suspended f° r an ? n ~ 

definite period. 

The intent of this article is not 
to scold because really there are 
so few violators but rather to 
! alert each of you. 

Do you realize how lucky we 
are to have a dump as large and 
as well located. Look to any town 
in the valley and name one in 
which you can deposit anything 
from waste paper to an automo¬ 
bile. You can’t and neither can 1. 
So why, abuse it or the dump 
master? In the face of a national 
refuse dilemma Agawam is 
“First” again. Be thankful—you 
are blessed!
